A CLiiaroyinT PIOFHECY

Si uJoiiK FEAKKLIN.—ID lorninf over 
the exchange papers this morning, our 
eyes fell upon the following paragraph, 
which purports to have been cut (rum a 
paper called the Edinburgh Advertiser, 
but oi what date il is not saiil : 


"On the 17th of February la«t, a clair- 


voyant, whose revelations arc given in 
Dr. Gregory's lat« work, slated that 
Captain Auslin waa at that moment ia 
longitude 05 ileg. 45 min. west, which 
corresponds exactly wit til the actual 
position of 
thii place where he" is 


now found to have passed the Win- 
ter. According to her statement, Sir 
John. Franklin was at the same lime ia 
Ion. 101 deg. 45 mia., or about 400 miles 
t« the westward ; he had been previous- 
ly relieved, and a third ship was then 
liozen up along wilh his two." 


Happening to have the work ot 
Dr. 


Gregory which is here alluded to, on 
out table, we turned to it, and 
found 


itire enough that on page 306 of the 
American edition, it ia staled that a fe- 
male in the magnetic elate, while exam- 
ining certain Iclleis said to have been, 
written by Sir John Franklin and Cap- 
tain Austin, declared that they were at 
that moment (Feb. 17th, 1851,) in the 
longitude above given. The book itself 
was published several months since, 
and long before the return of Captain 
Austin's expedition. 


We next turned to our files of the 


London Times, and found the report of 
Captain Austin published at length in 
that paper of September 12th, stating, 
in the course ol it, that, from the Hth 
February, 1851, until after the ISth, 
"he was fast to the fixed ice, between.
